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Harry Golden Takes His 
Anti-Bias Message South 


Harry Golden’s been around — 
but not so much, understandably, 
jn the more benighted areas of 
the South. 

But he recéntly made it to a 
small college in a small South 
Carolina town. He was accompan- 
ied by a reporter for his home 
town newspaper, the Charlotte, N. 
C., “‘News’”’. As ‘‘News’’ reporter 
Julian Scheer put it from Spartan- 
purg, S. C., ‘“Harry Golden...check- 
ed into the Cleveland hotel here... 
and immediately an official o f 
Converse College got a bit nerv- 


*“Don’t be nerv- 
ous about any- 
thing,’ Golden 
assured him. 
‘I’m not nervous. 
It will be all 
right.’ ‘This is 
old hat for you, 
Mr. Golden,’ the 
official said, 
‘but this is a 
big thing for 





Converse.”’ 
GOLDEN ForGolden 
it was a “big 
thing’, too. He was booked into 


South Carolina, a state which has 
welcomed him less than a dozen 
times in the many years he has 
lived just a few miles north. His 
book sales, his widely circulated 
Carolina Israelite, have made him 
a favorite on the lecture tour — 
but not in South Carolina. 

“This was one of the rare Golden 
forays into South Carolina and 
there was reason for a few tingly 
nerves. The Golden view of the 
race question has been contrary 
to those of newspaper editors and 
others and at least three speaking 
engagements of his in the state 
have been canceled in recent 
years as a result.” 

With a Converse College official 





on hand, Golden submitted to a 


press conference. ‘‘What have you 
in that flask over there,’’ was one 
question. As reporter Scheer puts 
it, the college official ‘‘Squirmed, ° 
and Golden answered: ‘Bourbon. 
Just a touch of bourbon. A man 
needs a touch.” 

“Then he talked,’’ says reporter 
Scheer. “Integration in South 
Carolina? Soon in the urban ar- 
eas, not in ‘our lifetime’ in the 
rural areas.”’ 

Golden then motored out to the 
college campus for supper. — 
“steak and potatoes, not the 
expected chicken and green peas.” 

Then it was time to speak: Gold- 
en ‘“‘was greeted by strong ap- 
plause. Any college official still 
apprehensive could relax some- 
what. It was in Golden’s hands 
now. Those who have heard Gold- 
en in small-groups or other places 
may have been surprised, He was 
not brash, as he sometimes ap- 
pears, nor did the clenched fist 
hit the air. 

“On the contrary, there was a 
voice with only slight lower East 
Side New York inflections, a voice 
almost in a whisper. The auditor- 
ium was filled. For 45 minutes 
there was hardly a stir, only gen- 
uine laughter at Golden’s few 
lighter moments. 

“Golden spoke of the American 
idea and explained that the idea 
was the opportunity for all people 
‘to move into the open society.’ 
The idea, he said, was negated 
when immigration to this country 
halted and when all — and he di- 
rectly referred to the ‘black man’ 
— men are not afforded the. priv- 
ilege of moving into an open 
society. 

“There were no words like 
‘segregation’ or ‘integration’. Not 
once. But the speech made it clear 
that Golden called for understand- 
ing of the racial question — and 
action.” 








Murders, Expulsion Threat 





Jews of Algeria, Lebanon, 
Hit by Violence, New Fear 


A new wave of terror broke out 
against Jewish people in different 
— but perhaps not unrelated areas 
— last week. The result is alarm 
to Jews in many other areas for 
their own safety. 

Murder of a leader of the Al- 
gerian Jewish community led a 
Jewish Agency official to suggest 
that the only safe place for Alger- 
ian Jews is Israel. 

In Lebanon, the governntent is 
climaxing years of harassment of 
its Jewish community with report- 
ed plans to expel all remaining 
Jews. 

In Algeria, the president of the 
Jewish Community of Setif, David 
Zermati, was shot to death, as was 
an Algiers physician, Dr. Joseph 
Cohen. Murder of both is attribut- 
ed to the French underground ter- 
rorist organization which opposes 
Algerian independence. Zermati 
was known as an active supporter 
of Charles DeGaulle’s efforts for 
eventual greater independence for 
the Algerians. 

Zermati was shot in the back 
while picking up mail at the Setif 
post office. 

Dr. Cohen was not known to have 
been politically active, although his 
sympathies are said to have been 
liberal, 

Additional French terrorist acts 
against Jews included recent ex- 
plosion of 20 bombs in a single 
day at Jewish shops in Algiers. 

French terrorist threats are re- 
ported to have led a leader of the 
Zionist Federation in Algiers to 
make arrangements for a hasty 
exit from the country, Recipient 
of the threats, Dr. A. Zaffran, was 


a friend of recently - assassinated | 
Algerian police commissioner Gol. | 
denberg. 

In the wake of the violence. 
Aharon Zisling, head of the Jew- 
ish Agency’s Absorption Depart- 
ment, flatly declared: ‘There is 
no hope for the 130,000 Jews of Ai- 
geria to remain im that country. 
There is no future for them there... 
It is our duty to call on them to 





come to Israel soon.”’ 


Arab sources indicate that Leb- 
anon’s 10,000 Jews may soon be 
expelled from that country. ‘Oth- 
er foreigners’’ would also be af- 
fected, it is reported. ‘Official 
sources’ are quoted as saying al- 
so that ‘‘other special measures” 
are contemplated against the Leb- 
anese Jewish community. 

The proposed Lebanese action 
is assertedly ‘“‘to prevent subver- 





GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (P-O) — 
A rabbi here has blasted Papal 
indifference to the Jews’ destruc- 
tion during Hitler’s period. 

Rabbi Edward Neufeld of Cong. 
Ahavas Israel, Conservative, 
writes on the ‘Vatican and the 
Nazi annihilation of Jews’’ in the 
congregation’s bulletin. He notes 
that some Catholic newspapers 
even now “are pursuing largely 
anti-Semitic lines. . .”’ 

According to ‘‘Voice of Justice,” 
a Jesuit paper published in Turin, 
Italy, reports Rabbi Neufeld: ‘‘The 
persecutions suffered by Jews 


undeserved, due to the Jewish ‘dei- 
cide’ and the fact that Jews are a 
‘god-killing people’.’’

“It is below the basic dignity of 
any human being to polemize with 
the remarks made by the ‘Voice 
of Justice’.

“Anyhow, the editors and the 
readers of the ‘Voice of Justice’ 
may rest at ease, because the 
late "ope Pius XII, in spite of 
preaching love to enemies, has 
dene practically nothing to rescue 
pious and noble men from the de- 
gree of suffering, tyranny, and 
hideous crimes which defies im- 
agination.”’ 

Rabbi N@ufeld refers to charges 
made against the late Pius XII 
by the present Chief Rabbi of 
Rome. “Still more devastating,” 
adds Rabbi Neufeld, ‘‘are the se- 
cret diplomatic documents reveal- 
ed recently by the State Depart- 
ment in Washington, D.C., in its 
publication: ‘Efforts by United 
States and other governments to 
have the Pope protest publicly 
against Nazi atrocities in German 
occupied areas.’ These documents 
speak for themselves.”’ 

Rabbi Neufeld concludes: “It is 
to the everlasting shame of the 
late Pope Pius XII, that he refused 
to defend the dignity and the rights 
of human personality against the 
tyranny and persecution which 
have become the bane of the entire 
world. 


“Surely, no matter how evasive 
the present explanations and apo- 
logia of the Vatican might be, fu- 
ture generations will judge such 
cold blooded indifference with. the 
utmost contempt which it deserv- 
ed. How diametrically opposed 
were the words of Pope George 
IX who 700 years ago declared: 
‘Christians must show toward Jews 
the same good will which we de- 
sire should be shown toward Chris- 
tians in non-Christian lands.’ ”

“that both causes are not worth 
the loss of a single American life.”’ 

Not only is Germany’s reunifica- 
tion unlikely in any circumstance, 
says Rabbi Levitsky, but also, the 
‘facts of history should militate 
against its achievement, Since the 
days of Caesar, the Germans have 
always been a _ warlike people. 
Peace as an ideal is alien to their 
makeup. 

“The goal of an American col- 
lege student is a Phi Beta Kappa 
key. The glory of a German stu- 
dent is the cut on the face result- 
ing from a duel.’’ 

For himself, Rabbi Levitsky is 
“convinced that one of the sure 
ways to bring on another war is 
to unify this energetic, industrious, 
educated, warlike people.’’ Even 
so, there’s so little chance of ‘‘uni- 
fying’ the two Germanies that to 
talk of it “‘is artificially creating 
a war hysteria.’ 

As for fighting for the ‘‘freedom”’ 
Rabbi Levitsky 
demands: ‘‘What freedom have 
Germans known — freedom under 
the Kaiser or under Hitler? Free- 
dom for what — for West Germany 
to add more Nazis to its diploma- 
tic corps where more than 20 ex- 
Nazis now serve? Freedom to add 
more ex-Nazi Cabinet members. 
Freedom to add more ex-Nazi 
officers to the ex-Nazi officer who 
heads the West German military 
establishment?”

As for preserving West Berlin's 
“freedom”? 110 miles inside the 
Russian sphere of influence, Rab- 
bi Levitsky thinks the very exis- 
tence of the West Berlin enclave 
is the result of ‘‘a grave political 
error.”’ We should admit the er- 
ror, says Rabbi Levitsky, instead 
of blustering about possible nu- 
clear war to preserve the mistake. 
“The strong have no fear, the just 
have no embarrassment the big 
have no sense of inferiority in ad- 
mitting an error.

Some stressfull aspects of Jew- 
ish family life may well be the 
cause of high Jewish addiction 
to narcotics, suggests the Rabbi 
who is part-time Jewish chaplain 
at the U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice Hospital, Lexington, Ky.

Rabbi Joseph R. Rosenbloom, 
who travels from his St. Louis 
congregation on Tuesdays and 
Saturday mornings to minister to 
Jewish patients and to ‘‘pursue a 
particular interest of mine .. . the 
problems and needs of emotional- 
ly disturbed persons.” 

Jewish Criminals 

“One of the most amazing dis- 
coveries I made in my five years 
here,” writes Rabbi Rosenbloom 
in the ‘‘Journal” of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, 
“is the fact that there are Jew- 
jsh criminals.’’ There are 32 


or for crucial periods of time.” 

The Jewish addict, as well as 
most others, is that way, says 
Rabbi Rosenbloom, ‘‘in an attempt 
to resolve certain psychological 
needs.’”’ Unless those needs are 
met, the addict — Jew and non- 
Jew — is likely to slip back into 
the habit upon completing ‘‘treat- 
ment’’, But the addict has an ad- 
ditional problem. For the Jew, 
Rabbi Rosenbloom describes it 
this way: 

“The Jewish drug addict, who 
has turned to drugs to alleviate 
the anxiety growing out of his 
personality problems, soon finds 
himself further addicted to a giv- 
en social milieu ag well. This is 
frequently as detrimental as the 
drugs themselves.” 

Chaplain’s Duties 

What's it like being chaplain to

Getting down to particulars, Rab- 


bi Rosenbloom notes that narco-| 


tics addicts as a whole are con- 
sidered to be suffering from im- 
poverished egos, “the result 
of deprivations, frequently from 
having a weak father figure, or, 
perhaps, none at all.’’ Other char- 
acteristics of addicts Rabbi Ros- 
enbloom reports: passivity, depen- 
dency and immaturity. 

Of Jewish addicts. specifically, 
Rabbi Rosenbloom. finds two fac- 
tors in which the cause of their 
addiction can most often be found: 
their relations, with brothers and 
sisters or position as only child; 
and, their relationship with their 
parents. 

Most Youngest Child 

Thus, 70 per cent of Lexington’s 
present 32 Jewish patients are 
either the youngest or .the only 
child in their familes. And: ‘‘Gen- 
erally, the role of the father was 
‘weak’ and, not infrequently, a 
father-figure was lacking entirely 
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first perhaps because you thought 
it an easier way to make a living 
than driving a truck, and then 
\it took possession of you. There 
, have been many such as you, and 
| you deserve sympathy for a brain 
\that has become so terribly cor- 
| roded.”’ 
Golden’s Picture 

Among his other felicitations to 
‘Golden, Rockwell wrote: ‘‘We have

Judge Chides Jewish Agency 


For Coldness to Flat-Seeker 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — A municipal 
judge sympathized with a young 
school teacher charged with cre- 
ating a disturbance in a Jewish 
Agency office by declaring: 

“Jewish Agency officials should 
‘never forget that they are deal- 
ing with human beings, each with 
his own load of worries and 
problems.”

Memory Of Horror 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Court ac- 
tion on a man’s name recalled 
Nazi horrors here. 

Polish-born physician Witwold 
Zdrojewski told the Supreme Court 
of New York that his present 
name is too difficult to pronounce 
or remember. Reverting to his 
original name, Salman Gunsberg, 
would be ‘“‘completely out of the 
question.”’ 

The physician’s statement to the 
court stated that he now “has a 
complete psychological aversion to 
this name which he bore during so 
frightful a period of his life — 
a period in which he was humiliat- 
ed, persecuted and degraded. An 
assumption of that name would

Further, the time-honored Bed- 
ouin profession of smuggling has 
changed “radically. 

“No longer are rifles, unmarked 
camels, drugs, an‘ black goats the 
prime contraband. Now, the vast 
Bedouin smuggling network — 
which includes Jordanian, Egyp- 
tian and Israeli tribes—~ deals in 
such modern commodities as men- 
tholated shaving cream, wash-n- 
wear shirts and transistor radios. 

“Even more indicative of civili- 
zation’s invasion of Bedouin eus- 
toms is the fact that last year 
about 12,000 Bedouins were treated 
in Israeli clinics and visited by 
physicians at their tribal sites. 
Smallpox and polio injections were 
administered to several thousand... 

“Many have accepted the Israeli 
government’s offer to work leased 
land, and presently they are using 
about 100,000 acres in the Negev 
— at the rate of 11 cents an year 
for an acre of cultivable land, 7 
cents an acre for grazing land.”’

Still, the Israelis are optimis- 
tic. They claim that since the ad- 
vent of traveling clinics the tuber- 
culosis rate of the Bedouin has 
dropped sharply; that since a pipe- 
line has brought water to the Bed- 
ouin farmlands, there has been a 
great increase in productivity; 
that when kibbutzniks...teach Bed- 
ouins how to drive tractors, the 
nomads learn quickly and are 
proud of their special talent; that 
the number of blood vengeance 
feuds is declining, and that Bed- 
ouins can and do seek justice in 
civil courts rather than through 
the tribal sheikh...”

Back in 
Biblical days there was a law 
among the Hebrew tribes which 
was eventually to be designated 
as Commandment 718 of the 613

lated’ (based on Deut. 11,29). 

The difference, if there be one, 
between the modern Druse tribal 
law and our Biblical injunction is 
that eventually our ruling came to 
be interpreted this way: that ‘‘con- 
sent of both the maiden and her 
father must be obtained before the 
marriage’. How long after Bibli- 
cal times this interpretation came 
into being I wouldn’t know, but this 
condition for the marriage was 
noted by Rabbi Charles Chavel in 
his volume on the Divine Com- 
mandments.

ing at the Promised Land. 


Today, the sand also serves the 
practical purpose of deadening 
footfalls and so enhancing the 
temple’s worshipful atmosphere. 

When they come to the Holy 
Ark, the ‘‘Pan-Americans”’ will see 
a heavy array of richly carved 
mahogany. 

At the Mikve Israel cemetery, 
richly carved gravestones hun 
dreds of years old lie flat in the 
Sephardic tradition. This Sephard- 
ic practice was picked up during 
the Sephardim’s stay in Spain and 
carried with them to Holland, and 
thence to Curacao. 

The carvings, too, are in the 
Sephardic, rather than Ashkenazic 
tradition, Angels, skulls, hourglass- 
es, wings and plumes are common 
subjects of Sephardic gravestone 
carving. 

The visiting Americans won't, 
however, have an opportunity to 
see one of the most celebrated as- 
pects of Curacao history: the 
wall built to divide the cemetery. 

Dissension which broke out be- 
tween factions of the community 
became so fierce that the Dutch 
governor finally ordered a ret 
onciliation for Yom Kippur, 1746. 
One reason for the governor’s ac: 
tion: the government did, and still 
does to an extent, pay clergymen’s 
salaries. 

Dissension broke out again, and 
the wall dividing the cemetery was 
built in 1749. Prince William 
Charles Henry of Orange-Nassau, 
himself, intervened this time, es- 
tablishing the hegemony of the 
older group among the two fac- 
tions. But the wall remained until 
1858. 

Just five years later, in 1863, 
there was a new split. The new 
break-away group then formed Re 
form Cong. Emanu-El. Their tem- 
ple, constructed in 1866, was mod- 
eled after the New York temple 
of the same name. 

Although the Curacao Jewish 
population once numbered 2,000, 
there are only about 700 today. 
Many of their members they lost 
to America — including the Tour 
family responsbile for the famous 
Newport, R.I., synagogue of the 
same name.

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South Africa Graduates First Ministers 
From Own School Amid Wide Criticism 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 


(P-O) — The South African Jew- 
ish community has produced its 
first home-produced spiritual lead- 
ers, to far less than universal ac- 
claim. 

The two ministers graduated 
from the new Ministers’ Training 
College are not the first South Af- 
rican-born ministers, but they are 
the first to have gotten their en- 
tire education in this nation torn 
with racial strife (and bitter bick- 
ering among the Jewish commun- 
ity on what to do about it). 


Jews’ College, London, has tra- 
ditionally been the prinicipal pro- 
ducer of all British Empire min- 
isters and rabbis. Now on hard 
times, with a lack of both money 
and aspiring religious leaders, 
Jews’ College can only suffer fur- 
ther through establishment of the 
South African facility, critics main- 
tain. 

Afrikaans Pressures 

It’s noted, also, that the South 
African institution is another out- 
growth of nationalistic pressures 
the Afrikaans ruling majority is at- 
tempting to impose on the Jewish 
community. Significantly, the 
chairman of the South African- 
Jewish Board of Education ad- 
dressed the first convocation with 
an urging that the new ministers 
stick to Jewish affairs and not 
mix in ‘‘controversial’’ outside af- 
fairs Mr. Yellin said: ‘‘There is 
enough work for a Jewish minis- 
ter to do in serving his commun- 
tiy without trying to solve all the 
problems of the world.’’ 

This, of course, is a view op- 
posite that of Chief Rabbi Rabino- 
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witz, who is soon to relinquish his 
post. 
Rabbis’ Boycott 

Significantly, less than half the 
expected crowd showed up for the 
graduation ceremonies. Aside 
from bitterness over demands that 
South African Jewry toe the of- 
ficial racist line, observers of the 
community note that the new in- 
dependent facility might have dif- 
ficulty matching the academic and 
religious standards of Jews’ Col- 
lege or institutions in the U. S. 

Principally, though, it’s felt that 
the new Ministers’ Training Col-|, 
lege represents a victory for lay 
members of the community who 
oppose the rabbinate’s outspoken- 
ness on racial matters. Signifi- 
cantly, members of the rabbinate 
who boycotted the first graduation 
ceremonies were chastised by a 
lay leader, Maurice Porter, vice- 
chairman of the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies, who 
said: 

‘*. . . We expect that, whether in 
the field of public relations, or in 
the field of communal relations, 
or in the field of fund raising, spir- 
itual leaders will have full respect 
for the views arrived at by the 
lay leadership. . .”’ 


Self Assertion 
In a way, the new College also 
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spiritual 


represents South African Jews’ re- 
sentment of what they feel is lack 
of understanding and support from 


Jews elsewhere. The same S. Yel- 
lin who addressed the graduation 
ceremonies also said: 

“We are an established com- 
munity, and will continue to be 
an established community, here. 
As such, it is right and proper 
that we train our own spiritual 
leaders. We shall go on helping 
Israel — but we must also build 
our own community.”’ 


JERUSALEM (P-0) — An 
American who converted to Juda- 
ism from Catholicism was arrest- 
ed here for desecrating a Catholic 
church. 


Josep. Kreyer, 31, of Reseda, 
Calif., converted last year while 


on a trip here. He returned on a 
second journey visit last month, 
and was arrested last week on a 
charge of smashing a cross and at- 
tempting to set fire to a rug near 
the altar of the Church of the Dor- 
mition on Mt. Zion. 


Kreyer explained his act: “Is- 
rael is the Promised Land and 
the Holy Writ commands me to 
destroy all signs of idol worship 
if I want to hasten salvation.”’

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Are We Losing Our Scientists? 


We pay tribute to the United Synagogue Review, organ 
of the Conservative lay movement for its honesty and 
courage in printing (P-O, Nov. 3) the views of Dr. Enoch 
Gordis, scientist son of Rabbi Robert Gordis. 

The publication has broken new ground for the other 
publications of our national Jewish organizations. 

Young Dr. Gordis talks like he researches, and his 
goal being truth, he tells us why scientists, Jewish ones, 
have little use for Judaism. And he doesn’t, except in the 
tiniest bit, sugar-coat the pill by using the ‘‘out’’ most 
of us employ, by suggesting that itll be all right or better 
in the future. 

The reason we like Dr. Gordis’ paper is because it 
gives us support in our position on the failure of the Hillel 
Foundations and the unwillingness of the Jewish commu- 
nity to face up to this failure. 

In fact, the two situations are quite similar. The Jew- 
ish students (many of them are future scientists) see the 
sham and the hypocrisy of Jewish life in their own home 
communities, and they are not in a position or a time of 
their life to be won over by cajoling or appeals to their 
loyalties. 

Is Dr. Gordis accurate in saying that Judaism cannot 
be made significant to the Jewish scientist? He is, if we 
mean the kind of Judaism that most synagogues serve up. 
But if there is any religion that is made up of truth 
and courage, it is Judaism, and its attractions are strong- 
est when it is confronted with the doubting, questing mind. 
The scientist will like the Jewish approach to God and 
the universe and its practicality and nobility in meeting 
human situations. 

We hope Dr. Gordis’ paper will be offered in reprints 
by the publication. It is one of the few current discussions 
of what is a real problem for the Jewish community. Are 
we losing our best minds? Obviously we are. What are 
we doing about it? 

The answer is almost as clear. 


Arthur Goldberg To The Rescue 


The selection of Arthur Goldberg to fill a post in the 
Kennedy cabinet gave a boost to the Jewish community. 
We still measure ourselves — we have been doing this for 
centuries — by what the non-Jew thinks of us, and in a 
sense there is something of legitimacy in this kind of 
calculation. 

But Arthur Goldberg has meant something entirely 
different in an area where Jewish values are, if not as non- 
existent as in a bingo game in a synagogue, at least 
confused. 

And this editorial also may be confused, since for years 
the POST and OPINION has been hammering away at 
those organizations which must have a non-Jew as their 
principal drawing card for strictly Jewish ceremonies and 
affairs. 

But in any event Goldberg by making himself available 
as a speaker for national and many times local Jewish 
organizations has become the darling of the program 
chairman. 

He speaks now at every one of our national Jewish 
conventions, and his picture runs a close second to that of 
Ben-Gurion in the Anglo-Jewish press. 

This writer covered the Hadassah convention in 
Denver. There was Mr. Goldberg. (There were comments 
because he spoke about his principal interest — labor 
and a free world — instead of on a Jewish subject.) 
We're planning to cover the biennial of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations (Reform) and there will 
be Mr. Goldberg, happy smile and all gracing the podium. 
It’s a rush trip (one convention ends and the next begins 
the same day) to Dallas for the general assembly of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds. And 
who do you expect will head the program? 

You guess. 


Nothing. 
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Barry -Cooper of Louisville has written to 
challenge us on our editorial, ‘‘Is Youth Sincere?” 
(P-O, Sept. 22) in which we questioned the pen- 
chant of Jewish youth groups to blame their 
parents for failing to provide them with a Jewish 
home or proper Jewish education. 

We weren’t defending the parents. They are 
blameworthy. 

But if. the kids feel so strongly about having 
lost out. on Jewish education as children, then it 
would seem that they would be doing something 
positive about it — other than passing resolutions. 

Barry’s letter shows keen judgment, and we 
welcome this kind of challenge. Here is what 
he says: 

Dear Sir: 

I was very disturbed after reading an arti- 
cle which appeared in the Sept. 22 edition of the 
National Jewish POST and OPINION. After 
carefully examining this editorial, I feel it is 
my duty as a member of the Aleph Zadik Aleph 
to question its validity. 

I have never seen the resolution that the 
article quotes, but nevertheless, the words of 
this resolution have been twisted to imply some- 
thing else. The writer clearly states that the 
basic purpose of AZA is to practice Judaism, 
and that AZA has failed to do this. This is not 
so. The purpose of AZA has never been to 
teach its members to practice their religion. 
This is clearly the responsibility of the parents 
and synagogue. 

Instead, the purpose of AZA in relation to 
Judaism is threefold. First — to identify our- 
selves with Judaism. This can be observed in 
our rituals and the meaning of the initials of 
A.Z.A. Ask any aleph what AZA is and he will 
tell you that it is a Jewish Youth Organization. 
Secondly, AZA is to make us more aware of our 
religion through programming. This purpose is 
solved by a Religious Fold. Finally, we are to 
learn about Judaism — its principles and her- 
itage. All our projects, especially Social Aware- 
ness emphasize this. 

Therefore, I contend that this article has 
misconstrued the entire purpose of our organ- 
ization. They have mistaken A.Z.A. as a He- 
brew School, and say we are to replace Parents 
and the synagogue. I hope I have made it clear 
that we are not attempting to do this. I appre- 
ciate the opportunity to present my point of 
view.

*‘vicarious prayer,’’ we do not 
read the names of deceased at 
a Friday night service preceding 
the Yahrzeit, unless we know 
that you, their descendants, are 
present at the service and re- 
member them. We make no 
ayl molay memorial prayers dur- 
ing the week if the male descend- 
ants cannot find the time to be 
present at these services. 

Neither will we make a ‘“‘mee 
shebayrach”’ if there is no one 
present from the family of the 
one who is ill. Of course, we are 
not inflexible or rigid. When cir- 
cumstances beyond your control 
prevent you from attending, let 
our sexton know. 

We wish to commend the grow- 
ing practice of women who are 
attending week day services to 
commemorate a Yahrzeit. The 
rabbis in their wisdom exempted 
homemakers, whose young 
charges at home precluded their 
attending a synagogue service. 
But there is no reason why they 
cannot attend when their chil- 
dren are grown, How wonderful 
it is to see a son-in-law attend 
a Yahrzeit for his wife’s parent!

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Eilat: Heat, Bad Water-- 
But a Determined Future

When I remember Eilat, Is- 
rael’s southernmost settlement, I 
remember what the guide book 
refers to as its ‘“‘pleasant amphi- 
theatre’. There isn’t much the 
guide book can say about Eilat 
because just thirteen years ago it 
didn’t even exist. In ancient days 
it was known as Elath and was 
one of the stations in the wan- 
derings of the tribes of Israel from 
Egypt to Canaan. Now it has a 
population of 7000 hardy souls who 
live there in the desert heat near 
the Egyptian border and within 
view of Jordan and Saudi Arabia. 

The guide book says that Eilat 
is “graced by a public garden, 
nautical museum and _ pleasant 
amphitheatre.” Israelis advised 
me to look at Eilat with imagina- 
tion in order to see what it will 
some day be, and added with a 
sort of inverted pride, ‘‘We are 
just a little country.’’ Yes, Israel 
is just a little country, but with 
a big imagination and an even 
larger determination to make its 
imaginings come true. The public 
garden, magnified by its inclusion 
in a guide book, is a grassless plot 
of ground no larger than some- 
one’s back-yard, in which the 
flora of the desert has been col- 
lected. Its very smallness is proof 
of Israel’s determination to make 
the desert bloom. 

The nautical museum is a three- 
room cottage, but it is a treas- 
ure house of the exquisite coral 
formations and exotic fish of the 
Red Sea. One can see why the 
government is already promoting 
Eilat as a resort for water-sports. 
It should prove a veritable para- 
dise for scuba divers. The mu- 
seum is cooled by an ingeniously 
simple method. Outside the door 
which faces the prevailing winds 
there has been placed a screen of 
chicken wire into which is laced 
sea-weed. A garden hose drips wa-

How Jewish Is Jewish Art--If it is at All? 


By PAUL FREIREICH 

Jewish art? 

At least one Jewish artist is con- 
vinced a Scot did the best job 
possible on a synagogue. A col- 
league disagrees, insisting that — 
while the synagogue art is good 
— it isn’t ‘‘Jewish.”’ 

Percival Goodman is an acrhi- 
tect with 40-some-odd synagogue 
designs to his credit. He denies 
that there’s any such thing as 
Jewish art. 

On the other hand, muralist-de- 
Signer A. Raymond Katz insists 
that, while the Scot may have 
done a good job on the synagogue, 
it would have been for more ‘“‘Jew- 
ish’ if done from a ‘‘Jewish’’ view- 
point. 

Two per Year 

Percival Goodman has_ been 
working at his profession for some 
odd 14 years. That means he has 
designed, on the average, over two

synagogues per year over that 
period. A professor of design at| 
Columbia University’s Graduate! 
School of Architecture, Goodman 
insists: ‘‘Art is primarily supra- 
national; it cuts through all lay- 
ers of national belief.’ 

It’s in following this view that 
Goodman has made a practice of 
engaging non-Jewish as well as 
Jewish artists to work on the var- 
ious synagogues he’s commission- 
ed to design, In an interview with 
POST and OPINION, Goodman de- 
clared; ‘‘Robert Motherwell, a 
Scotch Presbyterian from Nebras- 
ka, had probably never been in a 
synagogue in his life until he 
made plans for a mural in a Mjl- 
burn, N.J., synagogue.”’ 

Talks to Rabbi 

What Artist Motherwell did, es- 
sentially, was to talk to the rabbi. 
From that worthy, says Goodman, 





Artist Motherwell learned that ‘‘it

Doesn’t Agree 

In flat disagreement, Katz says: 
“There is no question about Chris- 
tian artists doing a nice job. But 
they have not given the ,syna- 
gogues an atmosphere of the Jew- 
ish faith.” 


A little more acidly, Katz adds: 
‘‘Goodman never uses artists who 
are not well publicized. They are 


Motherwell se t| certainly competent in their fields. 


But do they do things that belong 
in a temple? That is the ques- 
tion.”’ 

Specifically, Katz points to the 
Goodman - designed Fairmont 
Temple, Cleveland. It is, says 
Katz, ‘‘a very good example of 
what not to do.” Ironically, how- 
ever, one of the perpetrators of the 
Cleveland temple is an Egyptian- 
born Jew, Ibram Lassaw. He says 
of his work: 

“Color and form may be used 
to create symbols which can serve 
as aids to contemplation.”’

Tide or Disappear: Rabbi 


The trouble with the Conserva-; 
tive movement is that its rabbis | 
are keeping it to themselves, and 
not attracting the laiky’s partici- 
pation. 

“We have failed in our effort 
to create a party-less Judaism,” 
flatly declares Rabbi Max Rout- 
tenberg in a speech prepared for 
delivery to the United Synagogue 
biennial convention. 

“We have failed,’’ says the Rab- 
bi, ‘“‘to make our people — the 
large masses of Jews who are en- 
rolled in our congregations — a 
significant and purposive force in 
the religious development of our 
moveznent, 

Charges ‘Hierarchy”’ 

“Judaism is increasingly be- 
coming the exclusive possession 
of a clerical hierarchy which is 
jealously guarding and preserving 
the heritage and, at the same 
time, bemoaning the decline of re- 
ligious observance and commit- 
ment among the laity.” 

The result, continues Rabbi 
Routtenberg, is a rabbinical 
“lack of faith in the people, in 
its willingness to live under the 
discipline of the covenant and in 
its competence to contribute to the 
creative adaptation of the heri- 
tage to the demands of modern 
life.” 

Rabbi Routtenberg warns: ‘Un- 
less we can succeed in turning 
the tide, more vigorous and crea- 
tive groups in Judaism will arise 
to take the initiative and we will 
decline and disappear as a reli- 
gious force in Jewish life.’ 

“Third Party” 

Conservatism today, the Rabbi 
Says, is a “third party in Juda- 
ism’’. The Conservatives have 
“lost sight of one of our major 
objectives, to reconcile the exist- 
ing differences and to serve as a 
unifying force for all those who 
were primarily concerned with a 





Judaism grounded in the Torah, 
rooted in the tradition and respon- 
sive to the genuine and legiti- 
mate needs of the people.”’ 
Today, Rabbi 
added, Conservatism is ‘‘compet- 
ting for prestige, for position, for 
organizational power and _influ- 
ence, and neglecting the very pur- 
pose for which we came into be- 
ing, to advance, develop and re- 
vitalize the historic heritage.’ 
As Rabbi Routtenberg sees it, 
“Unless we can succeed in turn- 


ing the tide, more vigorous and! 


creative groups in Judaism will 

arise to take the intitiative and we 

will decline and disappear as a 

religious force in Jewish life.” 
Failure of Nerve 

Another of Rabbi Routtenberg’s 
criticism is that Conservatism has 
‘failed to create the machinery 
to adjust Jewish law and custom 
to the special and urgent needs 
of our day. . . In this crucial, cen- 
tral aspect of our responsibility 
as a religious movement, we have 
been guilty of a failure of nerve.” 

In any Conservative effort to 
move forward, Rabbi Routtenberg 
insists, there must be agreement 
that: 

“Judaism as a way of life, must 
be governed by the Halakha. This 
Halakha has its source in the 
Torah and in the official inter- 
pretations of rabbinic teachers 
and scholars. The Halakha is the 
sum total of sanctioned Jewish 
practices and observances’ as 
they developed through the cen- 
turies. The rejection of the Hal- 
akha as an authoritative guide 
represents an irrevocable break 
with tradition and a _ repudiation 
of the kind of Judaism which we, 
in this movement, have undertak- 
en to uphold.”

“The motivation of the ‘sev- 
erance doctrine document’ un- 
doubtedly was the protection of the 
wife. It was probably considered 
inhuman for a man to summarily 
dismiss his wife at his arbitrary 
whim by word of mouth in a mo- 
ment of impulsive anger. The need 
to execute a formal document 
would afford them the necessary 
cooling - off period to recapture 
their reason and restore modera- 
tion to their relationship. 

“Basically it was protection for 
the woman against the highhanded 
tyranny of a dominating male in 
a patriarchal society. Further- 
more, it forever prevented a des- 
potic and vengeful husband from 
playing with the emotions and se- 
curity of his spouse. Without writ- 
ten evidence of the divorce, he 
might claim he had never really 
divorced her and that she was still 
bound to him.” 

Talmudic Refinement 

Then came the centuries of Bib- 
lical and Talmudic refinement, ex- 
pansion and explanation of the 
practice, says Rabbi Sigal. The 
type of material on which the Get 
was to be written, and the writing 
instrument, were carefully speci- 
fied. Special ink was required. 

Witnesses, in Talmudic times, 
could sign the Get in any language, 
Rabbi Sigal notes. Today, ‘‘we in 
sist upon a precise Hebrew form 
in printed block letters.’ 

Similarly, “‘the custom of tear- 
ing the Get wilh which so many 
are today unnecessarily concerned 
never really had religious or legal 
significance. It originated at a 
time of public danger. All reli- 





gious and quasi-religious docu- 
ments were forbidden by Roman 


|decree. The Get was torn in the

“Yet, in our time some rabbis 
will insist it be delivered in a 
manner where it can properly be 
torn before witnesses, although the 
ancient reason no longer applies 
and the procedure serves no pur- 
pose.”’ 


Then there’s the matter of de- 
livering Gittin. . . Even so-called 
“‘Orthodox”’ authorities of the 19th 
Century urged permitting delivery 
to distant points by mail. But to- 
day, says Rabbi Sigal, ‘‘one Cen- 
tury after Rabbi Kluger, we still 
have the anomaly of rabbis de- 
manding that, if a Get is written 
in Philadelphia for a woman in 
Los Angeles, a Beth Din be set up 
in Los Angeles to summon the 
woman to receive her Get. 

“Thus, a century after Rabbi 
Kluger opened new frontiers for 
us to explore in the use of mail 
facilities and non-Jewish  sub- 
agents, we are still doing busi- 
ness at the same old pushcart.”’ 


MuSt Revamp 


Rabbi Sigal flatly concludes: 
“The whole procedure must be re- 
vamped, There are one-hundred 
and one items in the procedure of 
Gittin, from the reminder that di- 
vorce proceedings customarily are 
not conducted on Friday to the 
caution that if we are not careful
